Assisted luiDii^'ratiou. 

From a roiniirk dropped by UiH Excol- 
loncy tlic CJovornor in I'oply to tho ad- 
dress prcHontod by 1.ho Cdniinitlco of 
Agriculturials I'roiii Cowichau DisLrict, 
wo arc givon to nnderritiind that a 
proposition lor Iho ostabliwhrnoiit ol a 
systom of assistod immigration from 
tho old country will bo laid by tho 
Govoi nmoiit at an early day before 
tho Legislative Council for action. 
Tho proposition will bo worthy tho 
earnest attention of tho pooplo of both 
sections, inasmuch as all are agreed 
that what we now want to mako uh 
groat and prosperous is population. 
The oontioual cry has been tor many 
months that, with vast mineral res 
BoaroeB, ioezbaostiblo forests, rich 
tracts of farming land, and illimitable 
fisheries — with an anoquallod climate, 
and every blessing that Nature can bo- 
stow with a lavish hand upon a conn' 
try, wo have not only failed to keep 
pace with other colonies in the march 
of progress, but have fallen far bo- 
hind the most insignificant dopend- 
eocy of tho British Crown in every- 
thing thac makes a country. 
Twice within a decade havo we 
had within our gra.sp thousands 
of ImraigrantB who needed but 
slight oncoLiragoment to induce 
thorn to catjt, their lots in this favored 
land ; and twico havo wo soon them 
flit away with hardly an oH'ort made 
to retain ihcm in our midHt by cillier 
Government or people. Instead ol 
tho newly arrived immiL'rants being 
met at the threshhold with kind words 
of oncouragomont, and advice, and 
proffers of assistance, thoy havo too 
often been treated with a coldaoss and 
indifference that both discouraged and 
stunned themi To hare left comforta- 
ble bat humble homes in tho old coua- 
try, and traveled many weary miles 
to reach the land of promise, to 
be met on tho very wharf with 
coldness from those whose interest 
and duty it was to see that a kind 
welcome was extended to the immi- 
grants instead, was most dis- 
heartening. No other Colony \s 
moro dependent for success upon tho 
BOttloracnt of its lands and tho de- 
velopment of its resources tlian this, 
and in no other Colony, we will ven~ 
turo to say, has an ecjual amount of 
apathy and indillerenco been shown, 
or tho cold shoulder presented more 
por.^iistently than in this. It was 
nothing but coldness and neglect 
that drove thousands to settle in tho 
adjacent American States and Ter- 
ritories (whero they wore received 
with open arms), and tho same cause 
is at work now to still further depopu- 
late. the country. There is no reason 
why we should go on year after year, 
pursuing the same downward trail. 
There is no reason why wo should in- 
augurate a systom for assisting British 
immigrants to reach the Colony, and 
then leave them to find their way to 
California after they arrive hero. 
And there is no reason why 
the couatry is not to-day advancing 
instead of retrograding — oxeo|)L tho 
ouo we have named. To liavo our 
country lillod up we must nol 
only assist pcoi)lo to reach our 
thores, but wu nui^t sliuw llienitlie 
way lo earn a living aftrr llioy gi.'L 
here. I'jspCinally shoukl tlii.s l)e liio 
case with the iiniiiigi'ant wiio l>rin;i:i 
a family into the Colony. Scores ol 
young Culoaisis — " native and to the 
manor born" — have been driven from 
tho Colony, because their parents failed 
to meet with tho oncouragomont from 
Grovernmont or pooplo tlioy had a 
right to expect. V7hy, in all earnests 
ness, we ask, should this oontins 
ue ? Why is not an effort made to re- 
tain reEpeotable families when once 
thoy reach tho Colony 1 Surely it 
raMii be patent to tho most obtuse 
intellect, that, a systom which proposes 
to assist immigrants to reach the 
country, but withdraws all t ssist- 
anco the moment thoy land, in not a 
Hystcni that can prove suceesHlul. U 
is the old i-ystem ovi;r again - a liys-, 
torn that has c(in\'erte(l our Islainl 
into a landing ])laee lor British iiiuni- 
granlH, who, ho soon as they have 
dropped their " sea-legs." travel to 
tho other side ol tlio line. Wo bo-j 
liovo iu assisting immigration to a 
moderate and reasonablo extent; but 
we do not want to soo tho scenes of 
iho past nino years reonuctod, nor do 
W^. wish to BOO the Colony alUictod 
with the Bamo evilB that havo befallen 
the AuBtraUan Colony ot Queensland, 
iDto wbl9h;.lb.paBapdB of JSnglish men, 
women and ohildre*n wore - carried but 
to starve' and die.
